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REVOLUTIONS IN SPAIN 
The forces in Spain which have instigated frequent rev- 
olutions during the past month, aimed, of course, at over- 
throwing royalty and at establishing a republican form of 
government. 
| But there is no great numerical strength behind these 
forces. The republican form of government in Europe may ap- 


“pear very enticing while it is in prospect, but it has become 


very disappointing as an actuality in several] smal! nations. 
The people of these countries were promised ‘self determin- 
ation” at the conclusion of the World War, but much against 
their will the form of government they were to have was de- 
termined for them by the bigger powers. Evils are not less 
plentiful under a president than under a king. Politics play 
too great a figure in republics, and competent men are often 
removed from the government because the new president is 
indebted to some gentlemen who helped him to win the elec- 
tion. 

The people of Spain are largely rural, and they have no 
special grievance against the king; in fact they love their 
king. But agitators of the old Ferrer type, agitators who 
are encouraged from Moscow keep on plotting. and then at 
what seems to be the right time, revolting. 

Recently the word went out from Spain that forces 
oltside the nations were giving a great deal of encourage- 
ment to the revolution at home, and there is hardly any 
doubt about the fruth of this contention. The NEW YORK 
TIMES quoted R. T. Desmond as saying that “bad as the 
economic condition of the Spanish people is, it has been great- 
ly improved during the past twenty-five yeara, and, in great 
measure, by King Alfonso.’ This Mr. Desmond also sus- 
tains our claims that the strength of the Republicans is great- 
ly exaggerated.

Sunday Within the Octave of 
the Epiphany 


FEAST OF THE HOLY 
VAMILY 


Today's feast has a very spe- 
cial lesson for all our children. 
Children are a very important 
vart of any family. In fact we 
ardly use the expression fam- 
ily, unless children are ‘there. 
So you are very necessary parts 
of that happiest place on earth 
—the home. Did you realize 
that before? 

There is a difference between 
a family and a holy family. 
Children have an important 
part to play in making a family 
into a holy family. God sent us 
to our parents, and we were 
welcomed into this world with 
all the affection and joy of a 
mother’s and father’s heart. 
Day and night our parents 
watched over us, fed us, clothed 
us and guarded us from every 
danger. 

We cannot begin to imagine 

the thoughts that filled our par- 
ents’ minds as they leaned over 
us and wondered what we would 
be when we would grow up. 
child receives this careful at- 
tention for several years before 
realizing the blessing of having 
a good mother and father. As 
years pass on we grow older 
and larger. but we are still dear 
little children to our parents. 
That is, our parents continue to 
cherish the same affection for 
us as they had when we were 
tiny, helpless infants. 
Children can make a family 
a holy family by keeping al- 
ways fresh in their minds that 
they are the same children, only 
rown up.
